Charismatics proclaim, ‘God

Jesus Christ received a rousing welcome to 
San Diego this weekend as nearly 3,500 
voices shouting with joy carried from Golden 
Hall into busy downtown streets. 


The occasion was the annual three-day 
West Coast Catholic Charismatic Regional 
Conference held in the city’s Community 
Concourse for the second year in a row. 


HOT, MUGGY WEATHER coupled with a 
grueling schedule of activities failed to wilt 
the enthusiasm of participants who came 
from 20 states, including Alaska, Hawaii and 
Florida, and five foreign countries. 


Young, old, middle-aged, on crutches and 
in wheel chairs they gathered to praise the 
Lord, hear his Word and meet their fellow 
charismatics. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher was principal 
concelebrant of the closing conference Mass 
last Sunday offered by 35 priests and 
deacons. 


BEFORE THE LITURGY the bishop stood 
in the foyer chatting with a throng of small 
children. Afterward, he was mobbed by 
people who rushed up to hug him and wish 
him well... i: 
ting the Mass he told the 
All your relationship with God is summed 
up in prayer. The Spirit has taught you how 
to communicate with God.’ — : 

Bishop Maher closed his remarks remind- 
ing the congregation of 3,500 who jammed 
_ the enormous hall, ‘‘If we are the Way, we 

cannot get in the way. We must never forget 
that the Church is charismatic.’’

Francisco, author of several books on 
charismatic renewal and perhaps the best 
known of the conference speakers, had a 
word of warning for charismatics. 


He told participants to beware of 
“‘fundamentalists’’, whom he described as 
the type of person who ‘‘wants to be told 
what to do and who will blindly submit to 
authority. 

“Often his religious rhetoric,’’ he said, is 
filled with anger, fire and brimstone. Nearly 
1,000 people attended his workshop on 
prayer. 

‘HE NOTED THAT fundamentalists are 


often too preoccupied with the demonic and 


that they will tend to: adhere rigidly to one 
interpretation of scripture. ‘‘But these people 
need love and acceptance, not judgment.” 


A popular workshop was an introduction to

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Synod results 


Diocese to form 
pastoral council

A pastoral council will soon be formed for the diocese. 
Bishop Leo T. Maher has appointed a committee to put into 
effect the policy recommended by the church administration 
commission of-the diocesan Synod. 


The policy states: 


‘that there be established a diocesan 
pastoral council to serve as an advisory body to the Bishop of . 


San Diego in areas of pastoral life.’’ 

THE COMMISSION is one of 14 set up by the two-year-old 
diocesan Synod which has been operating at parish and 
commission levels in producing new plans and _ policy 
recommendations for the four-county diocese. 


Father Phillip Straling, executive secretary of the Synod, 
said the pastoral council plan is a major step in fulfilling 


synod policy recommendations. 
The committee appointed by the bishop 


is an 


implementation committee and will be responsible for 
drawing up a constitution for the pastoral council and devise 
methods for selecting’ and electing members from among the 
500,000 Catholics in the diocese. 


THE PASTORAL COUNCIL eventually named will consist 
of priests, religious and lay persons. Their responsibilities 
will be spelled out by the implementation committee. 


Members of this committee are: Tony Albers, convenor, of 
Sacred Heart parish, San Diego, an attorney; Father Eugene 
Lyons, associate pastor,.St. Mattin’s, La Mesa; Capt. Robert 


Coleman, USN, ret., 


Sacred Heart parish, Coronado; Sister 


Eléanor McNally, community of Most Precious Blood, 
executive secretary of Sisters Senate. 


Also, Sister Sara Murrieta, community of Holy Spirit, 
director: of Padre Hidalgo Center, chairman of Mexican- 
American Commission; Father Thomas Prendergast, pastor, 
Immaculate Conception, San Diego, diocesan director of 
cemeteries; Mrs. Lois Richards, St. Pius X parish, Chula 
Vista, past president of parish council, chairman parish Synod 


board. 


Their first meeting was scheduled for Aug. 5. 


The Synod office announcement also states that Bishop 
Maher has approved that new guidelines should be written on 
parish council formation by a diocesan committee, as 
recommended by the Synod policy from the commission ‘on 


Laity. 


Father Straling explained that the commission called for 


updating and clarification of 


church renewal.”’ 


Many Synod policies, according to Father Straling, contain. 


“ambiguities in the light. of 


» items that would be incorporated into the new parish council 
~ guidelines, and. be. studied by the bishop. 


“FOR INSTANCE, in the policy (L-4) the laity commission 
asked that the parish council have a shared responsibility in 
providing leadership and developing programs to meet the 


needs. of the parish community,”’ 


said Father Straling.

Asked how a person opens 
himself up completely to 
Jesus, he answered,

“AND YOU must remem- 
ber that God loves you and 
won’t do anything to hurt you 
as he fills you with the Spirit. 
The Lord is a perfect 
gentleman. He never brings 
changes into your life that 
you are not ready to handle.”’ 


“Leave the driving to 
Jesus’’ seemed to be the 
overall message imparted by 
speaker after speaker in 
general sessions and work- 
shops. 

“Jesus will fill you with 
the Holy Spirit and guide 
your life to accomplish his 
work if you really want him 
too,’’ said Jack Brombach of 
Minneapolis in Saturday 
morning’s general session. 
He is a member of the 
national Charismatic Renew- 
al Service Committee. 


“ALL YOU have to do is 
open your heart totally to 
him,’’ he continued. ‘‘Be 
happy in the knowledge that 
he loves you, and that is all 
there is to it.’’

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Once they called this land the melting pot, where 
individual cultures, nationalities, languages gave 
way to a new culture, a new language, a new 
nationalism known as.

Surely if we expect one world to live in peace and 
unity, we can at least start within our 50 states. 


All kinds of labels 


The profusion of labels can become confusing. A 
Polish-American is one born in America of Polish 
ancestry, so we have Mexican-Americans, Hungar- 
ian-Americans, German-Americans, — |rish-Ameri- 
cans, Italian-Americans and so on. 


Then there are those born elsewhere but who 
emigrate from their homeland to the United States, 
like the Mexicans, Irish, English, Polish, 
Russians, Germans, French, Vietnamese, Filipinos, 
Dutch and on and on, until most of the world’s 
countries are represented. 


Then there’s the category we have in this diocese 
in particular regularly referred to as _ the 
Spanish-speaking who, | understand, are those who 
have come principally from Mexico and who speak 
Spanish as their basic language. They are not 
Mexican-Americans, but Mexicans. 


| suppose there is also a fair sprinkling of people 
from Latin American countries among the 
Spanish-speaking. Then to confuse it all, the official 
county statistics:in the diocese refer to people as 
Spanish-Americans, who are those who claim a

of deaf persons. And while Father Joseph

So it wasn’t as silent as one would imagine.

The appointment of auxiliary Bishop 


Roger Mahony of Fresno as chairman of the 


new California state Agricultural Labor 


Relations Board raises an interesting prece- 
dent. 


The new bishop was acclaimed at his 
ordination last March as one who has made a 
particular study of the needs of the 
Spanish-speaking people, and who has been 
closely associated with the bishops of this 
region in their deliberations on the farm labor 
situation. 


Therefore Gov. Brown is calling upon 
considerable talent—of the man and_ his 
priestly calling—in this appointment. 


It is a welcome sign of recognition of the 
Church’s concern with social justice and the 
part played by our bishops in trying to effect 
equitable solutions to the farm labor and 
management problems.

In the Apocalypse (Revelation) the author reassures his beleaguered fellow Christians 
that the risen Lord is with the Church and will eventually triumph over the forces of evil. 


August 30, 1976 
TRADITION OF JOHN -- 

a. Epistles

Only the first of the three Johannine epistles is of major import. In the tradition of the Last Supper discourse of the fourth 
Gospel, it is a magnificent commentary on the ‘one’ command of Christ, the command to love.

We were talking...about marriage and 
what. makes it work and why ‘‘unlikely’’ 
unions endure and ‘‘perfect’’ matches 
fail.

It does not deny 
what is negative or faulty but accentuates 
what is good and productive. 


Privacy leads a person to draw on his 
own strength and activates latent personal 
qualities of resilience, independence and 
resolution. It unifies and solidifies in 
marriage, forging strong and resistant 
bonds. : 


I DO NOT believe there can be true 
loyalty unless marriage is perceived as 
this irrevocable bonding of persons—a 
true merging of two into. a_ single 
unit—within the community yet apart 
from it.-It is a merging so complete that it 
remains apart even from the family, 
although it is involved with it and through 
it and is profoundly responsible for its 
children. 


Call it togetherness, ‘‘we conscious- 
ness’’ or what you will, loyalty to one 
another and to one’s marriage is what 
builds strength into the framework of a 
family. 

Loyalty is the pivot of any worthwhile 
relationship. | think that one of the most 
admirable qualities of any person, married 
or single, is the reluctance to dwell on the 
faults or inadequacies of another. It is an 
attribute not only of kindness, but of 
personal maturity. 


THOSE OF US who habitually denigrate 
others and ‘’worry’’ over their shortcom- 
ings, like adog with abone, probably have 
difficulty admitting or resolving our own. 
Between marriage partners this can be 
destructive, particularly if a third party is

The marriage relationship needs to be 
developed on an intensely personal and 
intimate plane, in privacy and mutual 
support.

To put one’s spouse in a position of 
isolation—to set him in the witness box, so 
to speak—while we criticize his attitude or 
personality, with a third person, is to 
introduce a triangle where a ‘tuning fork 
should be. 


THE TUNING FORK is that musical 
instrument molded of two parts which is 
designed to give off a true note, in perfect 
pitch, when touched. It is an invaluable 
tool in bringing others into harmony, 
setting the tone, starting the melody. It 
rings true through the perfect balance and 
blending of its parts. 


In marriage, too, we need blending and 
balance of the partners. We need a 
combined effort to give out the true note, 
the honest effort to be what we are 
designed to be, to bring harmony rather 
than discord to those we meet. 


The more we dwell on the faults of our 
spouse and allow resentment to grow, the 
more we share dissatisfaction with 
outsiders, the more we separate ourselves 
from each other and drive a wedge into the 
bond.

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Court rules unborn, viable fetus 
IS a person in state's eyes 


BOSTON (NC)—In a major 
reversal of judicial opinion,. 
the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court ruled that an unborn 
but viable fetus is a ‘‘per- 
son’’ in the eyes of state-law. 


The 4-3 decision reverses 
the court’s previous ruling 
that a fetus could not be 
considered a person under 
the state’s wrongful “death 
statute. 


THE DECISION was hand- 
ed down in a case involving a 
compensation claim for the 
death of a mother and a fetus 
in an automobile-bus colli- 
sion. 

The decision specifically 
limits application of the 
ruling to the wrongful death 
statute, which permits com- 
pensation to survivors for the 
death of a relative by 
another’s negligence. 

Chief Justice G. Joseph 
Tauro, writing for the four- 


- member majority, said the 


court was reversing the 
earlier stand because ‘‘we 
can find neither reason nor 
logic in choosing live birth 
over viability for the purpose 
of interpreting our wrongful 
death statute.’’ 


THE RULING, however, 
has led to speculation among 
legal experts that it may 
indicate a change in the 
court’s attitude toward the 
legal status. of the unborn 
fetus in other cases. 

Specifically, observers and 
press reports have said it 
might be a factor in the 
coming appeal before the
